BUDAPEST—Introduction of the 
new anti-Jewish bill in Parliament 
last week was marked by stormy 
scenes in the Lower House. Angry 
shouts of “barbarism!”, “this is the 
German spirit!”, “long live equal- 
ity!” came from the Social Dem- 
ocratic and Liberal deputies when 
the bill was presented by Justice 
Minister Andreas Tasnadi-Nagy. 
Government supporters countered 
with loud applause for the bill. Af- 
ter a brief session the House ad- 
journed until Jan. 1, without hav- 
ing taken action.

taining drastic restrictions on the 
Jews’ right to earn a living, vote, 
hold public office and participate 
in the nation’s cultural life.

MANY SEEK CONVERSION

BUDAPEST—The new restric- 
tions have spurred a rush of Jews 
to seek protection by conversion 
to the Christian religion. Justin- 
ian George Cardinal Seredi, Cath- 
olic Primate of Hungary, has sent 
out a pastoral letter, advising that 
all Jews who seek conversion 
must study the catechism two 
hours daily for at least three 
months.

Foreshadowing a campaign of 
denationalization and enforced em- 
igration, the bill would empower 
the Minister of Interior to deprive 
of Hungarian citizenship all per- 
sons nationalized after July 1, 1914, 
and would authorize the Govern- 
Ment to regulate the question of 
Jewish emigration and the transfer 


of Jewish capital from the coun- 
try. 

A “Jew” is defined as a person 
With one or two Jewish parents 


but excluded from the definition are 
quarter-Jews as well as half Jews 
who were converted to Christianity 
before Jan. 1, 1938, and also war 
Veterans decorated for exceptional 


bravery and invalids at least 50 
Per cent incapacitated. Less in- 
Clusive than Germany’s Nurem- 


berg Laws in the definition of Jew, 
the bill has already drawn the 
fire of Hungarian Nazis. 


Publication of the bill climaxed 
reports that the Government was 
Preparing to “settle the Jewish 
Problem once and for all.” For- 
€lgn Minister Galeazzo Ciano of 
Italy, who visited here last week, 
Was believed to have aided in its 
drafting. The rising anti-Semitism 
in the Government only last week 
Provoked an outburst in the Upper 
Chamber when Louis Szilage ac- 
cused Premier Bela Imredy of 
“creating an atmosphere in which 
Christians are no longer judged by 
their honesty or their honor, or 
their capacities, but solely by the 
degree of their anti-Semitism.”

Uphold Welles

NEW YORK—Newspapers of all 
shades of opinion voiced strong 
approval of the United States Gov- 
ernment’s action in sharply reject- 
ing a formal German protest at a 
speech by Interior Secretary Har- 
old Ickes in which he denounced 
Nazi leaders and their ‘“bestial” 
persecution of Jews. 

Declaring Acting Secretary of 
State Welles “took the proper 
course and the only course avail- 
able” in rejecting the Nazi demand 
for an apology, the N. Y. Times 
said in its leading editorial: “As 
matters stand, we are necessarily 
concerned primarily with our own 
affairs and our own problems. But 
this primary concern has never in 
the past prevented us, and is never 
likely to prevent us, from speaking 
our minds when any government 
anywhere in the world commits 
acts of barbarism and brutality.” 

The N. Y. Herald Tribune, in an 
editorial captioned: “About Time,” 
said “we cannot resist a feeling of

Prospects For Successful Citrus Season 
Bright As 13 Million Cases Harvested

JERUSALEM—Prospects of a 
comparatively successful seasion 
for citrus fruit, mainstay of Pal- 


estine’s foreign trade and internal 


economy, have heartened _ this 
troubled country. The prospect has 
been further improved by an- 
nouncement of an agreement 


among Jewish fruit shippers which, 


while it will not come into effect 
until next year, will, it is hoped, 
zreatly improve trade conditions 


and improve marketing abroad. 

The principal worry of the citrus 
industry at present is whether or 
not Arab terrorists will disrupt 
shipments by sabotaging the rail- 
road line to the seaport of Haifa. 
In the first few days of thé ship- 
ping season, this danger had not 
materialized. 

The citrus crop is estimated ‘at 
13,000,000 cases, mostly oranges, 
the largest in the country’s his- 
tory. Of this, a little more than 
half is produced by Jewish-owned 
groves, and the remainder by Ar- 
abs. Most of the crop will, as 
usual, be sold in England, and ad- 
vance reports indicated that prices 
might be a little better than last 
vear, particularly because of the 
disruption of shipments from Spain 
by the civil war there. The fruit 
this year is at least equal in qual- 


ity to last year’s excellent crop. 

Jewish growers and_ shippers 
have agreed to pay a “tax” of 2 
mils (one cent) on each box of 
fruit they export for the Redemp- 
tion Fund (Kofer Hayishuv), which 
finances security measures for Jew- 
ish colonies imperilled by terror- 
ism. The fund will therefore have 
an income of at least £12,000 
($60,000) from this source. 

Arab growers are reported to 
have consented to pay a 2-mil fee 
to Arab nationalist funds, under 
threat by the terrorists that if they 
failed to do so, their groves would 
be raided, their trucks wrecked, 
and roads destroyed to disrupt 
their shipments. Paradoxically, 
this cash gain to the rebels will 
have an indirect favorable effect 
for Jewish citrus industry, since 
Jews and Arabs use the same high- 
ways for shipping to the sea. 

The Jewish industry, however, 
was converned as the season op- 
ened about the safety of the Pal- 
estine Railway, which will have ao 
transport 3,500,000 cases of fruit to 
Haifa, most of it “Jewish pack.” 
Railway authorities announced that 
trains would be run only by day, 
so that loading of cars at way-sta- 
tions and unloading them at Haifa 
port must be carried on at night.

Italian Churches 
Hit Jewish Bias 


NEWARK. — A resolution con- 
demning atrocities against Jewish 
minorities abroad was adopted by 
more than 600 members of the con- 
gregations of nine Italian Evangel- 
ical churches of Newark and vi- 
cinity, gathered at a united meet- 
ing. 

Dr. William Hiram Foulkes, pas- 
tor of Old First Church here and 
nationally prominent Presbyterian 
leader, termed the meeting gratify- 
ing at a time when “fires of hatred 
and suspicion were burning in cer- 
tain parts of the world, where such 
an assembly would not have been 
permitted.” 

The Rev. Peter Di Nardo, pastor 
of the Church of Aur Saviour, de- 
clared that persons who came here 
from Italy have found in this coun- 
try a home and opportunity and the 
“greatest of treasures.” Pastors of

Full Airing Of 
Refugee Status 
Seen For Talks

LONDON—The Berlin talks be- 
tween Reichsbank President Hjal- 
mar Schacht and Director George 
Rublee of the Intergovernmental 
Refugee Bureau will not necessari- 
ly be limited to the specific propo- 
sals contained in the Schacht plan 
but the way is open to a full dis- 
cussion of all possibilities, the J. 
T. A. learned authoritatively. Rub- 
lee is visiting Berlin upon the in- 
Vitation of Dr. Schacht, probably 
as soon as possible after the holi- 
days. 

Official circles described the 
Schacht proposals as “a very com- 
plicated plan” with many ramifi- 
cations. The plan includes an in- 
ternational loan to finance emigra- 
tion, secured by the pooling of Jew- 
ish property in the Reich. It would 
be raised abroad and would be 
serviced and amortized by curren- 
cy obtained by the Reich through 
increased exports. The nations 
guaranteeing the raising of the loan 
would thus actually be taxing them- 
selves by increased imports from 
Germany to repay the loan. 

Financial circles expressed the 
opinion that Mr. Rublee’s visit to 
Berlin was auspicious at this time. 
In view of the Nazis’ desire to 
provide the most harmonious back- 
ground for the forthcoming Angle- 
German trade talks it is believed 
that the Reich is prepared to make 
considerable concessions to avert 
a breakdown of the refugee talks, 
at least until the fate of the Anglo- 
German negotiations is decided. 

Meanwhile, in what was believed 
a plea to the dominions to permit 
entry of German Jewish refugees 
on the immigration lists, Colonial 
Secretary Malcolm MacDonald rec- 
ommended in Commons allowing 
limited numbers of foreigners to 
settle in the dominions, arguing 
that at present England itself 
could not supply all the emigrants 
needed. 





Ghetto Houses 
Get U. S. Films

BERLIN.—tThe first “ghetto” cin- 
ema was to be opened at Kulturbund 
Hall this week, with the income to 
be devoted te supporting emigra- 
tion of poor Jews. Operated by the 
Nazi-sponsored Jewish Culture 
League, the movie house will be 
one of several in Berlin and other 
centers through which the Nazis 
expect the League can be made 
self-supporting. : 

Five American films are sched- 
uled among the first dozen, includ- 
ing Captains Courageous, Chicago 
and a Shirley Temple film now 
showing in Germany. There will 
be two performances nightly. Pro- 
vided that Hollywood is generous 
and ships films gratis, since the 
League is banned from paying for 
imports, the possibility is seen 
that Jewish audiences may see 
films that have long been barred 
on racial grounds. Such pictures 
include those starring Charlie 
Chaplin, Paul Muni, Elisabeth Berg- 
ner, and those directed by Ernst 
Lubitsch and other “non-Aryan” 
directors.

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GROWTH OF DISCRIMINATION IN JOBS SHOWN 


Report By 3y Rabbi 
J. X. Cohen Reveals 
Working Chances 


EDITOR'S NOTE: So startling and 
scientific is the report on Jewish 
non-employment of Rabbi J. X. 
Cohen, head of the Commission on 
Economic Problems of the American 
Jewish Congress, that this pap®r has 
decided to vrint it in full, from week 
to week. The report, the third ren- 
dered by Rabbi Cohen, is the most 
complete and authentic study on 
discrimination in jobs yet aol:

The vicious boycotting of Jewish 
workers in Poland pains us deep- 
ly. The application of a. percent- 
age norm against Jewish employes 
in Hungary grieves us greatly. It 
is natural that it should be so, but 
in sending our fears, our sympa- 
thies, and our support across the 
sea we dare not ignore the rising 
tide of anti-Semitism in our own 
land. ,_ It is evidenced in many rep- 
rehensible forms, the most insid- 
ious of which is the economic em- 
bargo imposed by some American 
employers against Jewish workers. 

We cannot afford to neglect the 
continued application of such ex- 
clusionist policies by these em- 
ployers. We cannot afford it for 
ourselves, and more _ particularly 
for our children. Nor can Euro- 
pean Jewry’s status fail to be ad- 
versely affected if we were to al- 
low our position in the American 
economic scene to be increasingly 
menaced and undermined. Further- 


more, We must not foolishly as-} 
sume that somebody other than 
ourselves is going to become 


the matter, and, 
challenge discrim- 


wrought up over 
in our behalf, 
inatory acts. 

We cannot rely upon otners. Re- 
cent world-shaking events have 
vividly emphasized that such re 
liance is a faulty hope. Our des- 
tiny can best, and only, be worked 
out through our own labor on our 
own behalf. Co-operation from oth- 
ers we welcome, and will receive; 
but the initiative, the energy and 
the labor we must supply. 

At its 1937 Washington session 
the American Jewish Congress au- 
thorized the continuance of the 
work of its Commission on Eco- 
nomic Problems, which deals par- 
ticularly with problems of econom- 
ic discrimination. The Congress 
made possible the extension of our 
work. This report covers some 
phases of our activity during the 
past year, and refers briefly to 
some of our findings and accomp- 
lishments.

ment dictates that much of it 
| should not be made public at this 
time. To do so might enhance in- 
terest in this report, but prema- 
ture release would hamper those 
end results for which we are la- 
boring. Not that we are afraid of 
publicity; on the contrary, an in- 
formed public opinion is the great- 
est single factor in the success of 
our remedial program. But nego- 
tiation intelligently conducted can- 
not be publicly reported upon un- 
til either the negotiations are com- 
pleted, or deplorably, an impasse 
has been reached. 
Discrimination Increasing 

Regrettably clear are the evi- 
dences of increased discrimination 
which have come to our attention 
during the past year. Investiga- 
tions we made show not only that 
there is greater bias, but that it 
has reached a height never before 
attained. In the technological 
field, for example, upon inquiry of 
a large list of American university 
and college scientific schools, it 
was elicited that they have found 
more and more doors of many im- 
portant industrial firms being 
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closed to their technical graduates 
who are Jewish. 

A mid-western university, 
through a trustee, recently notified 
Jewish leaders of the community 
in which the university is located, 
that it was being forced to action 
which it did not wish misinterpre- 
ted as anti-Jewish. The university 
was planning, most regretfully, to 
limit the enrollment of Jewish stu- 
dents in its technical schools be; 
cause the trustees had found their 
Jewish graduates very difficult to 
place. As trustees of university 
funds and facilities, they dared not 
continue wasteful misapplication 
upon unplaceable Jewish students. 

Study of Classified Ads 

Another barometer reading was 
furnished by our extensive study 
of the help-wanted advertisements 
inserted by employment agencies 
and others in certain New York 
newspapers. Our primary objective 
was to ascertain whether discrim- 
inatory specifications varied with 
the business cycle, and the effect 
which Nazi propaganda might have 
had upon the frequency of such 
specifications. 

Inspection revealed a shocking 
situation and told a very bitter 
story. The daily broadside of col- 
umns of advertisements marked 
“Christian,” “Christian firm,’ “An- 
glo-Saxon,” and similar limitations, 
goes far beyond the reflection of 
employment agency policies. These 
“ads” deliver a steady daily’ flow 
of serious anti-Jewish propaganda 
penetrating millions of American 
homes. 

We conferred in New York with 
the city officials having jurisdiction 
over licensed employment agencies 
regarding agency advertisements, 
and learned that so long as an 
agency has a bona fide order for 
a position in which the employer 
makes the religious stipulation, the 
commissioner allows the agency to 
so advertise. The agency justifies 
such advertisement upon the 
grounds that it saves time and car- 


fare for unwanted applicants; it 
prevents offices from being flood- 
ed with unwanted applicants; it 


avoids the embarrassment of tell- 
ing the Jewish applicants they will 
not be considered. These specious 
reasons are, of course, outweighed 
by considerations of great social 
consequence. 

Six representative years in the 
period from the World War were 
chosen for the study of discrimin- 
atory specifications. These were:

In the boom year 1918, discrim- 
inatory specifications were gener- 
ally very rare, but were followed 
by higher frequencies in the de- 
pression year 1921. In the 1928 
boom period, discriminatory spe- 
cifications were again rare; in the 
agency ads they had virtually dis- 
appeared. In the depression year 
1932, discriminatory specifications 
were much more frequent than in 
the 1921 depression. 


In the agency ads of 1932, speci- 
fications of “Christian firm’ were 
twice as frequent as in 1921, and 
“Protestant firm” three times as 
frequent. Both these specifications 
had been absent in 1928. 

In 1934, agency ads took on a 
new complexion. Discriminatory 
specifications became exceedingly 
frequent, both in contrast to pre- 
vious years, and to the help want- 
ed ads of the same year. This ten- 
dency intensified in 1937-38. At the 
present time the classified ads are 
tremendously more discriminatory 
in tenor than in any previous year. 

In the agency ads of 1934, 
specification of “Christian firm” 
occurred at the amazingly high 
rate of once in every column inch 
of advertising matter—five times 


the 





as frequent as in 1932. The speci- 
fication “Anglo-Saxon,” a new ap- 
proach to an Aryan specification, 
occurred for the first time. In 
1937-38, specifications of ‘“Chris- 
tian,’ a much more direct barrier 
than the relatively non-committal 
“Christian firm,’ occurred with 
very great frequency. The specifi- 
cation “Christian” largely replaced 
the less  exclusionist “Christian 
firm’ because of pressure exercised 
by the agencies upon the newspa- 
per publishers. 

Until 1934, there were no speci- 
fications of “Christian” in one of 
the great New York papers. In 
1934 they began, sporadically. The 
tremendous frequencies in 1937-38 
are thus completely new tenden- 
cies. In 1937-38 moreover, such 
specifications as “Anglo-Saxon,” 
hitherto very rare, occurred in this 
paper very frequently. 

Our study of another important 
New York paper, made for compar- 
ative purposes, showed that it car- 
ried much more frequent discrim- 
inatory specifications. Specifica- 
tions of “Christian” occurred in 
agency ads once in every % col- 
umn-inch of advertising, as com- 
pared with once in 6% column 
inches in the other paper; ‘‘Anglo- 
Saxon,” once in every 41% column- 
inches as compared with once per 
29 column-inches. The laudable ef: 
fort made by one paper to reduce 
discriminatory advertising in its 
columns has been somewhat effec- 
tive, but its efforts need commun- 
ity bolstering.

“A visit to the headquarters of 
this organization revealed one or 
two unfurnished offices with no one 
but a stenographer and a young 
clerk or office boy in attendance, 
who informed our inquirer that the 
officers were “out of town.” We 
shall, of course, attempt to secure 
additional information. It is re- 
grettable _that this organization 
cHO@86"to adopt a title which is like- 
iypt@eonvey erroneous impressions 
aboutits nature and work.”

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. — Be-

This is the first time 
in the 42 years’ existence of the 
organization that such a mid-year 
convention has been called. 

The conference will discuss a 
proposal to affiliate with the J. W.

Economic Commission Watches Out For Job Discrimination 


HAT the Anti-Defamation League is to the 
B'nai B’rith, the Commission on Economic 
Problems is to the American Jewish Congress. 
In a revealing report issued in pamphlet form 
this week, Rabbi J. X. Coxen, chairman of the 
commission, lays open a situation which rapidly 
is assuming serious proportions for the general 
welfare of the Jews of the United States. With- 
out fanfare, and basing his deductions on actual 
facts revealed by surveys, Rabbi Cohen has shown 
first that there is growing tendency to discrim- 
inate againsc Jewish workers, and second that in 
the short time of its existence, the commission 
has been able to open for employment literally 
hundreds of jobs which heretofore had been 
denied to Jews because of their religion. 
Almost ridiculous are the two replies received 
by Rabbi Cohen from the New York Telephone 
Company and a large restaurant chain. In the 
first instance the phone company official declared 
that Jewish girls could not operate central office 
equipment because their arms are too short; 
and in the case of the restaurant, the owner 
pointed out seriously that he employed no Jew- 
ish waitresses because Jewish girls did not like 
to be seen in restaurants serving non-kosher 


food.

Editor And Publisher Magazine For Newspa- 
per Men, Discusses Anti-Semitism In The U. S. 
—Anti-Semitism, always smoldering but rarely 
important in American history, has been danger- 
ously fanned here by events in Germany. 

New York has had a whispering campaign, 
false in toto, that its large department stores 
discharged hundreds of employes to make room 
for refugees from Europe. The city’s large Ne- 
gro population has been agitated by reports, 
probably of equal falsity, that its jobs are to 
be forfeited to the unfortunates from Germany 
and Austria. The latter yarn has even appeared 
seriously in a letter to the editor of a New York 
newspaper. 

Columns of newspaper space have been de- 
voted to the controversy between Father Cough- 
ling and Radio Station WMCA, in which the anti- 
Semitic storm whirls amid evidence of doubtful, 
at least disputed, authority. In St. Petersburg, 
Fla., The Independent recently used its entire 
editorial: page to refute a letter from a local re- 
tired physician which raked up a mess of ancient 
forgeries against the Jewish people. 

It is tragic that such a discussion can arise, 
even as a whisper, in America of 1938. It can 
do no good for the people under the dictators’ 
lash in Europe. It can do immense, immeasur- 
able harm here. If the crackbrained bigots 
among Jews and Gentiles carry their propaganda 
to the point of fanning unintelligent prejudices 
into uncontrollable flame, the consequences may 
have no precedent in our annals. They will 
not be confined to the Jewish people. The tol- 
erance of aii religion that has marked our 150 
years as a nation will be eciipsed for many years. 

There is no subject with more perils for the 
press but the interests of the country demand 
that it be handled frankly and courageously. 
If this fire is to be put out, and it must be, 
quickly, candor, honesty, and tolerance must be 
given full play in the press. To date, we must 
conclude, newspapers’ conduct has been admir- 
able.

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency Reports On 
The New Anti-Jewish Laws Hungary Plans To 
Enforce.—-Jews will be barred from positions as 
State, municipal or other public employees, pub- 
lic notaries, trustees, patent agents and official 
translators. 

Jewish membership in the medical, legal, en- 
gineering, press, theater and cinema chambers 
will be restricted to six per cent. War veterans 
will be admitted above this percentage, pro- 
vided that their number does not exceed three 
per cent of the membership. There will be no 
new admissions of Jews to the professions until 
the six per cent ratio is reached. 

Jews will be barred from being editors, pub- 
lishers or holding other responsible positions in 
the press, except in Jewish and other non-Hun- 
garian publications. They .will also be barred 
from directorships and secretaryships and other 
leading positions in the theatre and cinema. 

Drastic restrictions are provided on Jewish 
participation in State monopolies and in State 
and municipal contracts. These curbs will be 
effected’ by stages. The Jewish ratio will be 
reduced to 20 per cent in 1939-40, to 10 per cent 


mission, the pamphlet declares that the Congress 
has embarked “upon a national program which 
would call for the establishment of a commission 
to deal with this problem in the principal centers 
of Jewish population throughout the United 
States. The method it employs is that of person- 
al negotiations which in a number of instances 
have proved to be extremely effective, and wher- 
ever necessary through the application of present 
statutes dealing with discrimination because of 
race or religion.”

in 1941-42 and to six per cent in 1943. State 
contracts will be given to Jews only if Christian 
firms do not bid or if the Jewish bids are con- 
siderably lower. 

The proportion of Jewish manual and intellec- 
tual workers in private enterprises must not 
exceed 12 per cent of the total, with an addi- 
tional three per cent of Jewish war veterans 
permitted. Enterprises with no more than ten 
workers will be able to employ a maximum of 
two Jews and those with no more than five will 
be allowed to hire only one Jew. The reduction 
of the number of Jewish workers will be en- 
forced by stages, to be completed not later than 
January, 1948.

Z. Tygel Proposes New Defense Council For 
American Jewry.—Our present sporadic, divided 
and haphazard efforts in this field must be re- 
placed by 1 united, continuous, comprehensive 
and scientific method of self-defense. I propose 
that we establish a bureau along these lines to 
be conducted by research experts, with the ac- 
tive co-operation of the best forces among the 
cultured Jews and non-Jews of America. The 
purpose of the bureau will be to create a perma- 
nent and extensive archive of historical and fac- 
tual material which is to be available always at 
a moment’s notice to answer and refute any and 
all misstatements, scurrilous charges and libels 
against our people that may be uttered in print, 
in speech, or on the radio. This would be the 
bulwark of defense for the Jewish people 
throughout the world. Such an apparatus, in or- 
der to carry out its function adequately, should, 
in my opinion, have at its disposal an annual 
budget of one million dollars. 

We Jews in America are not united. I am not 
speaking of difference of opinion, which, per se, 
is a healthy phenomenon and, when crystallized, 
the natural precedent to constructive action. 
Every normal people, however, when faced with 
a common external danger, buries all differences 
of opinion and unites in a common front of self- 
defense. But we Jews seem to differ from oth- 
ers in this respect. We do not comprehend the 
significance of the peril of Hitlerism and Fascism 
that lurks at our very door today, else we would 
long ago have put aside all our inner differences 
and created a great Council of American Jewry 
for a united and vigorous resistance to our mor- 
tal enemy. One need not minimize the impor- 
tance and value of the recently organized Coun- 
cil of the Big Four: American Jewish Congress, 
the American Jewish Committee, B’nai B’rith 
and the Jewish Labor Committee. But this is 
still not the great Council that can serve us as 
a Board of Strategy and General Staff in a time 
of emergency, a time of war against our people 
such as, in truth, exists today. The Council I 
am proposing should consist, in addition to the 
recognized ieaders of the already existing Jew- 
ish organizations, of at least fifty of the most 
distinguished Jews who occupy an eminent posi- 
tion in the industrial life and culture of Amer- 
ica, due to the importance of their achievements, 
as well as their integrity, high idealism and de- 
votion to the cause of American democracy and 
humanity in general.

is scheduled to handle shipment of 
at least 2,000,000 cases of fruit 
this season, double the quantity 
shipped through Tel Aviv during 
the 1937-38 season. With compar: 
atively minor addition to its equip- 
ment, Tel Aviv would increase its 
capacity to 3,500,000 a season, and 
some of the additional equipment 
may be obtained during the winter, 
so that the port will exceed its 
schedule. 

Seasonal work in the citrus in- 
dustry has already reduced Jewish 
unemployment by 15,000, according 
to estimates by the Hebrew press, 
with the peak of citrus employ- 
ment not yet reached. It is esti- 
mated that another 3,000 Jews will 
find work in the groves. These will 
be drawn from among unemployed 
in the cities, particularly Tel Aviv. 
The result is the elimination of a 
considerable part of the Jewish 
unemployment problem for the win- 
ter.
